AND WHEREAS on the 16th day of August, 1994, the Council of The Regional 
Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth, approved of Item 8 of Report 8-94 of the 
Administrative Services Committee and did thereby authorize the amendment of By-law 
R93-096 to change the Regional Logo; 


NOW THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE REGIONAL MUNICIPALITY OF 
HAMILTON-WENTWORTH HEREBY ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 


Le That Schedule "C" to By-law R93-096 is hereby repealed and the Schedule "C" 
attached to this by-law is substituted therefor. 


2. That Schedule "C" attached hereto forms part of this by-law. 


a That this by-law shall be deemed to have come into force and effect on August 17, 
1994,

THE REGIONAL MUNICIPALITY OF HAMILTON-WENTWORTH 


BY-LAW NO. p93_996 


BEING A BY-LAW TO REGULATE THE USE OF THE 
REGIONAL COAT OF ARMS, FLAG, CREST AND LOGO 
AND TO REPEAL BY-LAW R81-045. 


WHEREAS a Certificate of Registration of the Coat of Arms of the Regional 
Municipality, serial number 273799 was issued January 18, 1977 by the Federal Copyright 
Office, to the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth as owner; 


AND WHEREAS Certificates of Authenticity were granted by the Registrar of Trade 
Mark on February 25th, 1981 for the Regional Logo; 


AND WHEREAS it is advisable to regulate the use of the said Coat of Arms, Regional 
Flag, Regional Crest and Regional Logo by all persons. 


NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth 
ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 


de That the Regional Coat of Arms, a true copy of which is attached as Schedule TAS, 
shall be used only on the Corporate Seal of the Regional Municipality, on the 
Regional Flag, by the Regional Chairman and Regional Councillors on official 
Regional documents and stationery, and otherwise as may be granted by the Regional 
Chairman under section 6 of this By-law. 


2: That there shall be an official flag of the Regional Municipality and this flag shall 
contain the Regional Crest on a background of azure and gold. The crest is shown 
on Schedule "B" attached. 


a That the Regional Flag may be flown on all Regional buildings and premises. 


4. That the Regional Flag may be flown on the municipal building of an Area 
Municipality where authorized by the Regional Council. 


(2) 


That the Regional Logo, as shown on Schedule "C" attached hereto, in either or 
both forms shown thereon, may, following authorization of the Chief Administrative 
Officer, be used by all Regional staff on their correspondence and papers including 
promotional materials, in addition on all vehicles, Regional buildings and properties, 
Regional road signs and on other suitable Regional property except where the Coat 
of Arms or Regional Crest is used. 


That the Regional Coat of Arms, Regional Flag, Regional Crest and Regional Logo 
may not be used by any other person, group of persons or corporation nor 
reproduced for sale on any material, by any of them, except by approval of the 
Regional Chairman. 


Any person who contravenes any of the provisions of this By-law is guilty of an 
offence and upon conviction is liable to a fine as provided for in the Provincial 
Offences Act. 


That By-law No. R81-045 is hereby repealed.
